Man Is Freed 
On 27-Year-Old 
' Murder Charge 


| MONTREAL, (CP)— 
Court freed 
Luigi Stabile, 60-year-old farmer 
and father of 12 children, a 
charge of murdering his brother- 
in-law 27 years ago, to bring 
an end the 
trials in Canadian legal history 

The verdict of the appeal court 
was unanimous in upholding the 
appeal brought by Stabile after 
a court of king’s bench jury had 
convicted him last September 
and he had been sentenced to be 
hanged Jan. 14 for the murder of 
Carmino Festa 

The trial was unique in Cana- 
dian jurisprudence, not only be- 
cause it came 27 years after the 
disappearance of Festa but also 
because the cause of death was 
not established, no motive was 
introduced at the trial and all 
evidence was circumstantial 

Stabile was arrested a few days 
after discovery of a skeleton un- 
der the cellar of the farm-house 
formerly occupied by himself 
and his family. The skeleton 
was identified by an old skull 
injury as that of Festa.

OTTAWA, Dec, 30—(CP)—The 
Prices Board announced last 
night that rationing of canned 
salmon will begin Jan, 17. The 


announcement said salmon avail- 
able will be packed in One-quar- 
ter, one-half and one pound tins 
and will be put on coupon ration 


at the rate of one-quarter of a 
pound of salmon per coupon 
Valid meat coupons in ration 
books and cards will be used for 
purchase of the commodity and 
salmon thus will become an alter- 
native for rationed meats 
200,000 CASES 

The board said 200,000 cases of 
canned salmon have been made} 
available for the civilian market 
Negotiations for the supply were 
made between the board, the can- | 
ners, the British ministry of food 
and the department of fisheries
